paint  that  served  the  men  of  those 
days  as  one  of  the  few  colors  on  thair 
palette*.  Peaalbly  this  la  th*  pr*- 
hlstorlc  equlvaieat  of  a  algnattir*.  The 
artlat,  flnlahad  with  a  waU  that  he 
had  daoorated.  may  have  left  upon  it 
the  print  of  the  hand  that  did  the 
work,  a  kind  of  prehUtorlc  flnger-
